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A Modern Fire Signal.

Kver since tlic passing of lheold watch 
■tower, trciii -rfiiich fires were auiiounced, 
the tftiidency in fire alarms has been 
tovv'ards csrUiiitty of iocadoti and saving of 
<hft iiupi^rtant elenieul of lime in the first 
itsinules of an incipient conflagration. 
Until recently tlie advance in these respects 
has . scarcely Vent pace with the iniprove- 
nieut in devices for fighting fire and 
facilities for responding, when the location 
of the fire lias .been wade known to tlie 
department. 

I'here are, of course, many meclianical 
and electrical limitations in the matter of 
Inriiing in. prompt, definite and positive fire 
alarms. Under ordlniiry conditions,, these 
limitations become more in evidence as a 
-ci.ty increases in size, "population and vahie 
■of property subject to risks from fire. 
• Modern fii.-e- "figVitiiig !i3ippUatices have 
undergone \'^onderful improvements during 
the last few years. ■ From the bucket 
brigade and the pritnUive fire-pump to the 
tnodcrii water works, extension truck, and 
firetower, is a far cry. In fact, alm.ost the 
only reminder of the old time ser.yice i.s 
the singular adhereuce in some quite large 
cities to the city hall bell, whose pnly 
■function, nuAer present conditions, is to 
summon a suUicieht number of spectators 
to interfere with the work of the fire de- 
partment. 

It was my fortune to be somewhat inti- 
mately connected with a very iniportaut 
improvement in fire alarm Iransrnissiu.'i 
apparatus; not as inventor or origijiator,- 

but as one whose duly it was to apply the 
" breKkfiowil tesit," witb.out which few if 
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It is not niy ]iurpo-;e to go into the tecli- 
i siical leaiurer, of those tests ; Ihis leariug 



dovrn of ill-considered fabrics, and dissipa- 
tion of dreams, which is the necessary 
accompaniment of genuine break-down 
tests is not pleasant. But I have found 
that it works greatly tQ the benefit of the 
apphauce which finally stand.'; up under 
severe conditions of trial. . Now that ap- 
pliance has stood the better test' of 'four 
yeais during which it has beeh constantly 
in commission; it has never failed in its 
functions. I shall, therefore, try to give 
the readers of the Worker at le.<vst a super- 
ficial idea of the working of the Standard 
Electric Auxiliary fire alarm system. .. 

The Standard system is founded on the 
idea of giving every fire house iu the de- 
partment the quickest notice possible of a 
fire not only, b\it the -most accurate loca- 
tion possible. Its aim is to notify every 
fire company of every fire and enable it to 
respond within the shortest space of lime, 
and tonrininiize the time devoted to deter- 
mining the exact location after arriving at 
the approximate vicinity. 

For ipurposes of administration a central 
sta:tion is provided, through which all 
alarms pass on their way from the substa- 
tion to the diifereiit fire houses. The alarm 
is, sounded . and recorded on a register at 
the central office, as well as being sounded 
on a gong and recorded on ;a tape register 
at the several fire houses. The action at 
the central station is absolutely automatic 
save under e.xceplional cii cunislances 
which will be rei'fntd to pre.senlly. 

from the ocntrai slition as many differ- 
ent circuits are extended to tlie fire houses 
a.s is convenient and desirable. These 
circuits each has its own central station 
iusirument, but are so connected by an- 
other central. stationinstrument as to cause 
thein to constitute a single line, for sii;ii:il- 
iug purposes. 

From the central station additional cir- 



cuits run out to all quarters of the city, 
and on these latter circuits are placed the 
substation or signal boxes. These service 
circuits each terminate in a separate cen- 
tral station instrument of its own ; these 
instruments again being so inlercounected 
that an.alarm coming in over .any one of 
the substation circuits, will be at once 
traustnitted automatically to each tind 
every fii e hoiise. 

The substation boxes are usually placsd 
on the outside of biiildiugs or on pi'ies cs 
may be desirable. They are so coustruotsd 
that auxiliary circuits can be mn froii' the 
substation box through a building, a:;ii if 
desirable through a series of buildings in 
the immediate vicinity. On every floor 
of a building thus equipped, andsoruetimes 
at several places on each floor, are placed 
manual bo.Kes. These are so constructed 
that a glass front is removed by pulling a 
ring,. giving access to a push bultou. In 
case of fire in any of the buildings auxiliary 
to a given substatiqu or street box, the 
glass is removed and the button pushed. 
This action energizes the street or substa- 
tion box. In other, words: the; auxiliary 
■ circuit brings the alarm box within the 
reach of persons in any part of a building, 
without the delay of going to a street box. 

The advantage of notifying the entire 
department within ten seconds that there 
is a fire in a given building or group of 
buildings, needs no argniueut in these days 
of quick fire service. 

There is an, important feature of this 
system which I fancy is not entirely ap- 
preciated by all, even in this city where 
the system has proved so eminently suc- 
cessful. Now let us see if the function can 
be explained in connection with the ac- 
companying diagram. 

Suppose for instance box 14 and box 2S, 
among many others, is on substation cir- 
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cuit No. I ; that box 54 and box 62 are on 
circuit No. 2, and box 43 and 76 are on No. 
3. Now the construction of the central 
station ajiparalus is such that, should box 
14 be energized either directly or by means 
of 6ne of its auxiliary manuals, and box 28 
a fraction of a second later, this 'would be 
the result : Box 14 would turn in its alarm' 
tlirongh the central station instrnments to 
every fire house connected into the fire 
house circuits. Then after 14 had com- 
pleted its alarm, and the central station 
instrument has resumed its normal position 
automatically, box 28 -would in turn send 
in its alaiTii, going to each' fire house ex- 
act!)' as No. 14 bad doue. 

But this useful .and important feature of 
non-iuterfevence of boxes and r.on-intcrfer- 
ence of service circuits does not stop here 
in the system we are considering. If 
■while a box on circuit on-6, for instance, 
shovild be running in and another on the 
same circuit be standing pat waiting its 
turn, two alarms should similarly be ener- 
gized on another circuit tliere would be no 
jumble. Box 43, say, would come in at the 
central office and record itself 011 a separate 
tape register and box 46 would follow in 
its turn also registering. The operator 
would then send 43 to all the engine houses 
by means of his key, immediately follow- 
ing with box 76. Exactly the same condi- 



tions might prevail on circijit No. 3 with 
the same result. Thus you would have 
six alarms sent in from six boxe;; all actu- 
ated withiii two seconds, and still each and ' 
every alarm teach each and cvefy fire house 
in its integrity. As installed at present in 
P.ochester three service circuits are thus 
equipped, although 'tlie central station 
non-interference instrument is constructed 
to care for eight ser^'ice circuits when desir- 
able. 

■When utilized to its capacity .therefore, 
the' ndsi-iiiterf erence switch will handle six- 
teen different fire alarms all actuated within 
a given few seconds.' The first two as de- 
scribed would go tbi oiigh to the fire houses ' 
automatically, and tV.e remaining fourteen 
be transmitted by kQ3' t.o all of the fire 
iiouses. 

Still anotlier very iuiportant feature of 
the • sj'Sten^ under consideration is- its 
anniliary police alarm feature which is 
worthy of an e.v.lenrlKd description, but 
which call only be alluded to hcio. The 
system is so constructed tha't po'iice alarm 
boxes or ritrtions are- coT.iicctfid in to the 
firt- alarm service circnii.s p; oitiiscuously 
witii fire alanii boxes. Tnese police alarm 
sixbsta! ions have all of tlie a>ixiHary or 
nian-iial .Siov-!:-.e or buildiiig adjuncts of the 
fire alarm substations. - 

Th-'.;;, lire aud police nubstatii-nis being 



on the sau'c sul;station circuits,- if owe or 
more fire alarm substations be actuated the 
alarms will be turned in in the manner 
above described. On the other hand if as 
many police alarm boxes be actuate'd, the 
same element of uou-mterf erence prevails 
with the very important addition, that the 
police alarms will be sounded and recorded 
at the central station and will be transmit- 
ted to as many police stations as niay be 
desired, but will not be sounded or recorded 
in the fire houses, while all fire alarms will 
be sounded at all police stations. . 

One more feature must be alluded to, 
and this already too extended paper be 
brought to a close. 

No local batteries are employed, either 
in the engine houses, police stations, or 
connected with either the fire or. police 
substations, or the building, or buildings 
connected atixiliary to the fire or police sub- 
stations. The electrical enerjrvof the sy.';- 
tem is alljat the central station, where it is 
constantly under inspection and control. 

The Standard Electric Fire atid Police 
Alarm apparatus, including the beautiful 
automatic non-interference switch, is the 
invention of Williain W. Hibhard, of Roch- 
ester, N. 'V. 

Figure One represents one section oi' the 
central station apparatus vvitii its s-,?; vi'-.e 
circuits and with 3 circuit to each o? -he 
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not been stra{)ped to luy tricycle I feel switch and on two wire branches, I beg to 
sure they would have carried me away and submit the following :

Note: — Through.tji'e automatic non-in- 
terference switch' at the central station, 
any desired number of pieces of differenti- 
ating apparatus at the central station, with 
the substation and fire house and police 
station service circuits are interconnected, 
thus securing ■ non-interference of signals 
and integrity in alarins.

Editor Electrical Worker: 

In response to the request in last month's 
Worker for an explanation of the rule that 
the neutral wire of a three wire system 
should not beopened, except at the service 



We take a simple three wire circuit, as 
Fig. I, take out the neutral wire entirely 
and we have a series multiple circuit, two 
lamps in series, as in Fig. 2. 

Before we take another look forward let 
us take a look backward. In the early 
days of the incandescent lighting business 
we used to have 80 volt lamps on a simple 
two wire circuit, same as are now used for 
1 10 volt circuits in small plants, and for 
transformer secondaries with a small num- 
ber of larhps. 'When these low voltage 
circuits were run for a large number of 
lamps, scattered around the two, the 
"drop" was too gi-eat and there was al- 
mo.st no regulation. It was loo expensive 
to put in copper large enough to get around 
the trouble, and the next step was the old 
" United States " system with five lamps 
in series, as in Fig. III. This system used 
a pressure of 575 volts on the main wires 
and did away with the big " drop," but it 
had a defect, which was that when one 
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lamp burned out it put four more out of 
service. Shunt boxes were designed to 
get around this trouble, but they were not 
always certain to work.. Edison then 
brought out the three wire system, which 
made each lamp separate, as in the two 
wire system, and which used the compara- 
tively high pressure of 230 volts, wliich did 
away with the big copper necessary with 
the two wire no volt system. The middle 
or neutral wire of this system was intended 
not so much to carry current as to keep 
the pressure, equal on each side of it. Fol- 
lowing out this same idea the Siemens 
Halshe Company have recently put out a 
system which uses 460 volts on the " five- 
wire" system, that is, four lamps in series 
with the addition of three neutral wires,, 
one to keep- the pressure equal between 
each one of the four. 

, Now to return to the circuit diagrammed 
in Fig I Vve have an equal number of 
lights on each side of the neutral, and as 
long as none of thern burn out or are 
turned off there is no current in the neutral, 
and it would make no difference whether 
it was opened or hot, but let brie of the 
lamps be, turned of or burn out and con- 
ditions are changed at once. 

We will now suppose that there are 
three lamps burning, as in Fig. IV., the 
current going through No. i and No. 2 
must either go through No. 3 lamp to the 
other outside wire or return to the station 
or transformer through the neutral. What 
really Viappcns is tBat the current divides 
and half of it goes through each of the two 
ways mentioned, provided the neutral is 
not opened. But under these conditions, 
if the neutral should be opened, as in Fig. 
v., the whole amount of the current pass- 
ing through No. i and No. 2 has only one 
path to get back to station or transformer, 
and that is through No. 3. Consequently 
No. 3 will get much more, than it wants 
and No. i and No. 2 will not get nearly as 
much pressure as they should have, and if 
No. 3 should b*; turned off. No. i and No. 
2 will be put out also. If there should be 
any more lamps than No. I and No. 2 con- 
nected to the same outside wire and to the 
neutral as they are, each one added in- 
creases the current in the neutral, and if 
the neutral' should be opened decreases- 
thp pressure on their side and increases 
the pressure on the side No. 3 is connected 
to. If any of the readers of the Worker 
are not familiar with the operations re- 
ferred to, 1 would suggest that they wire 
up about five lamps, two on one side and 
three on the other side of a three wire cir- 
cuft, and when they are all burning open" 
the neutral and notice the effect on the 
pressure, and they will at once see the 
reason for the rule referred to above, and 
also the rule which is in force in many 
plants that the neutral plug, .'.should be 
twice the size of the outside plvigs.

It has long been observed as one of the 
contradictions of human nature that there 
is one goal that we all hope to reach, 
which, ne5(iiMieless,i'we strivg -mightily to 
escape approaching, and vainly back water 
against the stream that bears us thither. 
This goal is old age. Old age is a beauti- 
ful and venerable thing,- in whose behalf 
many wise and eloquent nien, like the good 
Cicero, have written pleasing volumes of 
praise. This Ciceronian sort of old age 
refers to the declining years of the well- 
to-tlo. There are cou)pensations for one 
who can gather about him the young peo- 
ple aud with the privilege of his white 
hairs be garrulous about a world they have 
not seen, telling of the famous men he has 
met and heard, the old jjlaces that have 
long been changed, the adventures that 
advancing civilization ha.<; rendered im- 
possible, the hardships and the pleasures 
of a gone-by generation. All this is sweet, 
but only for him with whom there still 
abides the "splendid, shilling." 

To. the poor man, old age is a terrible , 
and incurable malady, eating up his 
sleiider savings and rotting away his 
strength Had skill. In the cold words of 
the economist, " modern iiidustVy does riot 
favor the aged or even the elderly," which, 
being interpreted, meaufi that the old man 
is pu.shed aside. The employer grudges 
him the standard rate of v.ages, the union 
will not let him take less. He cannot 
work with his old speed ; his hours of sick- 
ness are- moire numerous. Once out of 
work it is diflicult for Jiim to get back. 

In some employments his case is much 
worse than in others, as where he works iii 
the hold of a grain ship, and becoming like 
a broken-down horse is familiarly known 
as a "knacker." 'But in all employments 
the aging workman biis • a sad prospect.. 
The economists, having collected their re- 
lentless statistics, have woven theui into 
charts aiid diagrams with curved lines, 
wlwch show in various trades how a i^ian's- 
wages rise and fall throughout life. 

I'liKse lines run ahiiost straight across 
the age' columns from 35 until they reach 
50, or. 55- Then' the curve begins ; and 
tiiniing, downwards the .wage line runs 
loweir..and losvur, until at 70 it has run out 
into iiotliinghess'. These economic diver- 
sions are entertaining but are not encour- 
aging. 

The chances of ei workingman's being 
able to save enough to provide for an old 
age of comfort are well stnnnied up by the 
author of " The State and Pensions in Old 
Age," Mr. J. A. Spender. , 

" The average man who has had a fam- 
ily, who drinks a little, smokes a little, 
and indulges himself in certain of the 
minor luxuries which help to make life go 
smoothly, looks forward to a verj' lean 
period at the end. .^niong the working 
class the problem of saving sufficient for 
old age depends mainly on four condition.s: 
(i) regular work ; (2) a managing wife ; 
(3) a moderate family ; (4) sobriety. The 
absence of any of these conditions may 
mar the best efl'orts in other directions and 
the presence of all four means such a com- 
bination of circumstances and character as 



we cannot generally expect to find among 

-av-erage-men-and-woffien-of^any-G-lass. — : 

Brothers, what are we going to do with 
our old menibers, are we going to force 
them to work for the same scale of wages 
as younger men, are v,'e going to try and 
force employers to pay them the same 
wages as he can get younger men for, or 
would it not be better to let them work for 
what they are worth? The above was 
taken from the official organ of the Inde- 
pendent Order of Foresters. I would like 
■ to have this matter discussed in our next 
convention. There can be no doubt that a 
lineman who has passed the age of fifty or 
sixty years cannot keep up with the young 
bloods, and should be given some consid- 
eration, otherwise he may be forced out.of 
his trade into a more menial position, 
where if he was allowed to work for what 
he was worth he may still retain his posi- 
tion and' be an honor to the -union and to 
himself.

Referring to the January .letter ot Pre.ss 
Secretary for Local No. 75, where he saj-s 
the inspection of electrical ivoik answers 
the purpose better than the examination 
of wiremen, because the inspection is a 
constant check on poor work, I believe 
the brother might have ju.stly praised the 
in.speclion without dir.GrecUting the exam- 
ination. They are both means to 'iihe same 
end, which is- perfection' in eJe'ctridal con- 
struction. ' 

The value, to ths'wireia.en, the contrac- 
tor aiid the property holder - of a well 
posted, practical, fearless inspector, to 
constantly snpei'vise each piece of work is 
■^'tW known and adtiiitted. 

But this fact does not in the least detract 
fro-'ii- the merits of an examination upon 
the subjects under consideration. 

Being a member since " its inception in 
this city in 1897, of the " Joint Examining 
Board," consisting of ', two electrical con- 
tracting engineers, two inembers of the 
wniou and one underwriters' inspector,, 
my opinions are based upon olj.servations 
nisds during this tinie. 

I believe that an examination conducted 
upon proper lines to be of groat value to 
the inside wirenian, and of beneflt to the 
public in general. An exaaiination is not 
a cure for all the ills pertaining to the 
trade, but it is a step in the right direction 
and should be encouraged by every union 
lakn.' 

The e^iaaiinatiou of inside wiremen as 
interpreted by our . examining board con- 
sists of questions (botli oral and written) 
upon the follov.'ing subjects : 

1st. Oil the rules .'and requirements of 
the National Board of Fice Underwriters. 



2nd.- On practical work. 

3rd. How to calculate -wire sizes. 

4th. Bell work, including telephone, 
clock, signal, alarm and other work. 

5th. Switch wiring, (different control, 
combinations, etc). 

6th. Motors and generators. 

7th. Miscellaneous: 

The theoretical being avoided as much 
as possible, our primary object being to 
test the candidate's .ability as a practical 
wirenian. 

That the efforts of this examining board, 
have not been without gratifying results 
is attested by the noted improvement in 
tonstruction work reported by inspectors. 

The- pride 'with which our, broth er,s show 
their "certificate of examination" when 
occasion requires is ample evidence of the 
regard with which they are held. 

Education being one of the requii ements 
of our constitutiou, there is nothing that 
will induce a man to read, . study . .^nd 
think more than a compulsory exainin- 
ation. 

In conclusion will say that great care in 
preparation of questions should be exer- 
cised by men composing an esaniining 
board. 

Owing to the wording of a question, it is 
sometimes diflScult for a candidate to un- 
derstand what it is desired he should tell, 
A question must contain enough condi- 
tions to permit of a definite answer.

The Eighth street viaduct franchise. 

Franchise on Broadway from Fiftli to 
Sixth streets.

No doubt ere this you ha,ve heard that 
the office of Labor COuimis.sioner in Kan- 
sas has been taken out of politics and is 
now elected by the delegates front local 
unions over the slate. At the recent con- 
vention held in Topeka, Feb. 6th and 7th, 
Mr. W. L. .-v. Johnson was elected coni- 
niissioner, Mr.W. L. Holcomb chief clerk. 
The legislative committee elected by the 
convention were Vi: J. ' Blain, of the salt 
workers union of Hutchinson, W. H. Mc- 
Clusky of the mine workers of Yale, and 
F. J. Rolh of the electrical workers of 
.atchinson. This committee was ordered 
to go to work at once at the legislature un- 
der the instructions of the officers of the 
state society to secure the passage of a 



number of bills indorsed by the conveu- 
-tioa-a4jd-4jave--beeii-woFking-sl-eadi4y--siflee 
and with a considerable degree of success. 
The following bills have ' been prepared 
and caused to be introduced in both house 
andsenate. 

Bill providing for a free eniploynient 
ager.cy under the supervision of the com- 
missioner of the Bureau of Labor and In- 
dustry. 

Bill providing for safety catches on 
cages and elevators in coal shafts. 

Bill prohibiting the employment of 
children under 14 years of age in factories ' 
and workshops, etCi 

Bill requiring the products of convict 
labor to be brauded as such. 

Bill providing for chairs, seats, etc., for 
females employed in mercantile establish- 
ments when not actually engaged in their 
duties. 

Bill piohibiting employers from coerc- 
ing or influencing or making' requirements 
of employes', servants, laborers, and per- 
sons seeking employment, otherwise 
known as a V personal liberty" bill. 

The following bills have had the active 
support and assistance of the legislative 
CQmmittec: : 

Bill for the protection of employes from 
unjust accusations made by detectives and 
spotters and special-agents. 

Bill restricting the output of coal at the 
penitcntiar_y to the state institntions. 

Bill regulating the practice of the barber 
profession, and creating a state board of 
barbers, etc. 

Bill making mine inspectors of weights 
and meassnres at coal mines. 

Bill to compel the payment of wages for 
labor in lawful money of the United 
States. ■ ' 

A number of these bills have passed the 
senate, and mo.st all have received a favor- 
able recommendation from the various 
committees to which they were referred. 
The committee ■ has used their influence 
successfully in preventing the passage ■ of 
a number of other measures ininiical to and 
against the interest of labor. ' 

Believing this is the only state where 
office of commissioner of labor is out of pol- 
itics and elected by the working men 
direct I offer the above.

Hartford, Marcii 9th, 1899. 
Editor Electrical Worker:-: 

As there is a lack of interesting news to 
write about this month, I shall erideavor to 
give the readers of t)ie Worker a brief de- 
scription of the plaiit of the Hartford 
Electric Light Co., where a large number 
of the members of 37 are employed. This 
plant consists of three stations. Number 
one, or what is known as the River Station, 
is situated on the Farmingtou river about 
eleven miles from the city, on one of the 
best water power rivers iu tliis country. It 
is a brick and iron striifcture of two stories. 
On the first floor are the turbines which 
supply the power to two 600 K. W. 500 
volts Westinghouse generators. The cur- 
rent is then jumped up' b}' the use of step 
up transformers to ten thousaiid volts and 
transmitted to Peart st. station or station 
two, where it is reduced to 2,400 volts sin- 
gle phase, and is distributed to the outly- 
ing districts for light and power. The 
reason that 1,200 volts is used as well as 
2,400 was to render possible the continued 
use of some older typ'e transforihers. It is 
also used to operate a synchroiious motor 
of 600 K 20 capacity placed on one end of 
the shafting at Pearl street station, in the 
other end are one niiyei hundred horse Cor- 
liss compound engiiie and one six hun- 
dred horse of the same type, and it is so ar- 
ranged that the motor or eit'ner of the en- 
gines can be disconnected from the shaft 
at any time. This shaft ijperates the series 
arc dynamos and a 600 IC. W. generator. 

The motor can be' used as a generator 
wheu operated by the engines to supply 
current to the alternating s^-stern. It.is 
so connected with the bus bars at the 
switchboard that when the generators at 
the power plant fail to supply t;he demand 
it caIn be used to help out 'and also answers 
as a space generator in case of trouble or 
when there is a lack- of watei- power. This 
motor is made to generate at 2,400 volts so 
no transformers are needed when it is nsed 
as a generator. 
The ten thousand volt line is broken 
. at the power house and at the Pearl 
street end by six specially constructed 
spring jack plug switches, so that it is pos- 
sible at all times to kill the line very 
quickly in case of troulile. There is also 
a set of lightning asserters on -both ends. 
At the power station they are placed in a 



small building apart from the station pro- 
per, and on the other end th ey are placed 
in what is known as the terminal house, 
situated about six blocks from the station. 
The line comes to these overhead and from 
there goes underground to the station.- . 
Pearl street station is so situated that it 
is well adapted as a central station to .sup- 
ply current at high voltage to residence 
.and manufacturing. parts of the city, atid 
to supply the series arc system. All the 
direct current is supplied from State street, 
or station number three, of which I will 
speak later. The company i,s at present 
installing a number of series arc trans- . 
formers made by the General Electric Co., 
which are to take the place of the arc 
machines in use at present. These trans- 
formers are similar in construction to any 
ordinary station transformer, c:i:cept that 
the coils are balanced so as to bring the 
secondary coils in closer relation to the 
primary or drav.' them away, as the num- 
ber of lamps in the circuit may require to 
give them a uniform current throughout. 
The lamps are of the enclosed type and 
require about' six and a quarter amperes at 
seventy volts. They- have about - six of ■ 
these transformers in use at present of a 
capacity of between five and six hundred 
lights. They are situated in pairs in 
buildings built especially for them in-dif-" 
ferent parts of the city.

Cleveland, O., March 9-, '99. 
My Dear NepView: 

We are living in an age of competition; 
or, to be more explicit, we' have been 
living in an age of competition, but are 
""living just now in the age where qompeti- 
titai ends. It is an old saying, and as false 
as it is old, that coiripetition is the life of 
trade. A bigger m.istake was never made 
than to suppose that competition is neces- ' 
saVy for the life of trade. Else why are 
all the trusts forming to get rid of compe- 
tition. It is competition that kills trade 
and trades, of all kinds; it is competitiou. - 
that compels the small business cpncerw 
to svirrender to the larger; it is competi- 
tion that drives the man with a small cap- 
ital to the wall, while the larger concerns 
prosper and grow rich; it is cqmpetitipu 
that makes the workingman rob, steal, 
beat, and often murder his fellow man that 
he may take his place in shop or factory, 
and thereby earn bread for wife and little 
ones; it is competitiou that drives the mil- 
lions of tramps from one side of the coun- 
try to the other. The tramp, tramp, of 
your fellow workman iu search of an op- 
portunity to cam an honest living is charg- 
able to competition, but, thank God, the 
end is in sight. And who is it, 1 ask you, 
that i:; bringing it to an end? Why, my 
dear sir, it's the very same trusts the peo- 
ple are howling about. The trust of to- 
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da)' is a blessing in disguise; it's the sal- 
vation and the only salvation of the work- 
ing people. Do not try to legislate against 
them now. Let them go; they are build- 
ing better than they know. A trust is a 
part of the huge industrial machine, and 
to destroy any part of it would be commit- 
ting a crime that ought to be punished by 
imprisonment in a lunatic asylum. 

Now, do not misunderstand me. I do 
not -wish to .be understood to mean that 
trusts are a good thing, owned and man- 
aged by individuals, for they are not; but 
owned and managed by and for the people 
they are a good thing, and the day is not 
far distant when the people will own and 
operate all of them. 

Gov. Pingree says it is no extravagance 
or, despair to anticipate the time when the 
passenger and freight rates on every train 
traversing the country, when the charge 
for telegraph and telephone in every State, 
and the ownership and coiitrol of every 
street-car line and suburbi^n railroads shall, 
be centered in one great office in the city 
of New York, in the liands of one body of 
managers, or possibly in the hands of cue 
man, who may have the genius and power 
to control his fellows. That is the time 
we are waiting for. Governor, and when 
that time comes the people will take posses- 
sion of that big office, and from that time 
ou prosperity will be a reality and not a 
dreaui. 

Sixty-eight governments own their tel- 
egraph lines; fifty-four governments own 
their railroads in whole or in part, while 
only tiineteen, .the U. S. among them, do 
not. In Australia one cati ride i, coo miles 
(first-class) across the coutitry for ^5.50, or 
six miles for two cents, ai.iid railroad men 
are paid more for eight hours labor than 
in the U. S. for ten hours. Does this im- 
poverish the country ? In Victoria, where 
these rates prevail, the net income for 1S94 
was sufficient to pay the federal taxes. In 
•Hungary,, where the roads are State-owtied, 
one can ride six miles for one cent, and 
since the ' Government ■ bought the roads 
wages have doubled. In Belgium fares 
and freight rates have been cut down one- 
half. and wages doubled. But for all that 
the roads pay a yearly revenue to the Gov- 
ernment of J4,ooo,ooo;- In Germany the 
Govei'ument-6wned roads will carry a per- 
son four miles for a cent, while wages of 
the employees are 120 per cent, liigher 
than when the corporations owned tlietn. 

Has such a system proved ruinous? Du- 
ring the hist ten years the net profits have 
increased 41 per cent. In 1S94 the roads 
paid the German Government a net profit 
of $25,000,000. 

It is estimated that the Government 
owner.cljip of railroads would save the 
people of the U. S. annually $1,000,000 in 
mouej' and give better wages to its em- 
ployees, 2,000,000 of whom would doubt- 



less be iieeued, instead of • 700,000, as at 
present. 

This" shows (i) that the Government 
owning- public utilities makes millions 
through their operations, which save the 
people ji'st so much in la.<ces; (2) that the 
people get lower railroad passeuj^er fares 
and freight rates, v^fcicli saves them a vast 
amount of rnioney; {3) that railroad em- 
ployees get mucb larger wages, which adds 
to tlieir purchasing, power". Ajid general 
prosperity ; (4) thkt itrcreaseif traffic result- 
ing from lower fares aud.-Bigber v.-ages 
makes iieces.sary the .tnpling of the num- 
ber of: eniployees, '.vhich in the U. S. would 
do nmch toward solving- the out-oE work 
problem. _ . , -

lines owned by the .city, I am told, relieved 
the'.residsnls entirely of municipal taxes. 
Six. utiles for ,a cent ! What a lot of visit- 
ing, th^re would be even if the , rates were 
si»lijHes- as nuich. That would certainly 
be better-t-han to pay five cents a mile, that 
the Plant sjstern e.xacts, and is losing 
moivey. a,i that. 

Uncle Sam can carry a letter- 3,000 miXes 
for -two cents and make enough off of the 
job. to carry a pound of newspapers any- 
where in the country for a cent. Now, 
possibly if he had all the railroads fie could 
carry the passengers for a com s riiile and 
make enough in the traffic to rUu tlie gov- 
ernment y.'ilhout a tariff or revenue tax. 
I could then go down to see Ero. Sherman 
while he- >vas .visiting in Chicago,- and my 
lilitlg, nephew from No. 18 r;ould .come 
down to Cleveland and. see bis uncle and 
ausw.er_^soine pf his qgestions, and cvery- 
.- one; could go to Florida inthe. winter and 
to Alaska in.,the stjmmer! . 

But laying all joking iisiJe, this is a con- 
summation devoutly to be wished for, and 
it v.'Ould>be a relief to those poor tcllows 
who have to rack their brains on from ten 
to fifty .thdiisand a year salaries to know 
how they, shall make the railway pay with 
a trati'sportation three to ten cents per mile 
and freights . that frequeutly exceed the 
value of tlie goods carried, 

I tell you, my boy, we are slaves; base 
slaves to base-born tyrants. - The sun rises 
in- its .course and sets on a race of slaves. 
With Mr; .l&erb-ert N. Cassou ^I- agree that 
no slaves ever poured out c-o much sweat 
a*- lueiv master^' fcil uS wi, liuvo- No 
slaves ever voluntarily wrecked their con- 
stitutions for their uiasl.ers' sake as much 
as \vs. No slaves ever got so small a pro- 
portion of v.hat they created. No slaves 
ever made their masters rich so fast and 
created over 4,000 tuillio'.'.airc:s in 30 -years. 
No slaves ever began in freedom and 
woiked themselves into bondage voting 
aud slioutiii<< r'or Lhs iiuUistiial systeiu that 
was piuuderiiig them 01 their libeities. 
No slaves e-ver before held o-at. their wrists 
for the handcuffs and danced, with such 
th.-^ughtiess glee to the whipping-post, or 



sprung with such willitigness on theaucr. 
tion-block. No slaves were ever captured 
with such ease or duped with such empty 
phrases, or managed with so little trouble 
to their masters. No slaves ever made the 
treadmill turn so fast, or were so deceived 
into believing that the chance to tranip on 
the treadmill was a blessing and privilege. 

But. what are you going to do about it ? 
I'll tell you what to do about it. Go to 
the polls and see to it that no man is elect- 
ed to any office that has not the ititerest of 
the workingmen at heart. You have never 
done it yet, but you can if you want to. 
There are millions of you, and you can 
have anything you want; but if you rlon't 
know; enough to ask for it, how can you 
expect it. 

- If you are not dumb driven cattle you 
will exert your manhood and cease to .per- 
petuate a system of go^'ernn^eut that pre-' 
tends to be founded upon liberty and ju,s- 
tice, but whose prevailing system is: The 
race 10 the swift, the battle to the strong, 
the weak to the wall, the vanquished. to 
the sword — a perfect realization of the sur- 
vival of the fittest. 

Do you wish to leave as an inheritance 
to your children and your children's chil- 
dren a system of government that will 
make of them thieves, robbers, scabs and 
murderers? If act, come out. into the sun- 
shine aud see yourselves; feel around and 
see if you are asleep or awake. Rise up, 
William Riley, and come aloiig with me; 
for the time will surely com^ -vv-heii the 
American workmen will be compelled to 
assert themselves and break these chains 
of tyranny, or this Government must go 
down forever. 

It is of little use for the United Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers, or any other 
workers, to try to improve matters uiitil 
the machinery of goveniinent is takeii 
from the hands of those who are directly 
opposed to us. So long as capital rules 
over courts and legislatures, just so loiig 
must labor take a back seat, and keep'it. 
So long as labor will be fooled by sucli 
empty phrases as, " The interest of cap- 
ital and labor are tlie sanie," just so long 
will the workingman work long, hdiirs for 
short pay, or what is little worse, no work 
at all, and therefore no pay. 

Listen to this; The last message sent to 
Congress by the President contained 25,0(X! 
words, and of that miiubef just 38 words 
were devoted to the petty reforms prayed 
for by organized labor. Talk about the 
Eight-Hoiu- Bill becoming a law ! why, it 
had about as much chance of passing the 
Senate as did Robinsoti Crusoe of bef;oni - 
ing a father on the Island of Despair. 
True, it passed the House; but tlie House 
knew, and the Senate knew, and the Son- 
ate knew that the House knew, and the 
House knew that the Senate knev.-, that 
the bill would die in the Hbtise of Lords — 
(the Aiuerican Senate).

" John J. Smith, an expert electrician out 
of work, has probably ended his troubles 
in the river. For three months he fought 
starvation with waning strength. He 
would have given up long ago but he loved 
his wife and little boy and struggled on. 
Day after day he went away in the morn- 
ing with just a spark of hope in his heart. 
Night, after night he came home . with his 
heart like lead. He could find no work"" 
We clip the above from a news item in an 
evening paper. John J. Smith was not a 
union man. Further comments are iin- 
necessaiy. 

Several months ago the electrical work- 
ers started a movement to have a union 
labor clause in all city contracts. As a re- 
sult of this agitation the following ordi- 
n%nce, endorsed by the Building Trades 
Council and Centra! Trades and Labor 
Union, was passed by the House of Dele- 
gates by a unanimous vote and is now be- 
fore the City Council: 

AN ORDINANXE 
To Define Hie Class of Labor to be Em- 
ployed on Publi-c IVork in the City 
of St. Louis. 
Be it ordained by the Municipal Assembly 

of the City of St. Louis as follows: 

Section i. Hereafter, no contract, which 
requires the employment of skilled labor, 
on public work in any of the departments 
of the city of St. Louis, shall be made or 
entered into by said city, acting through 
its regularly authorized representative's, 
K'ith any person, firm or corporation, unless 
it is expressly agreed and stipulated in 
sucli contract tliat only union labor shall 
be employed on such work. By union 
labor is meant: members in good standing 
in a regular Trades or Labor Union of the 
city of St. Louis,- of the trade, calling or 
vocation of those to be employed under 
the contract. 

Section 2. Hereafter, no money shall be 
paid put of the city treasury, upon any 
contract for public work in any of the de- 
partments of the city of St. Louis, unless 
the provisions of this ordinance have been 
fully complied with. 

Section 3. Any officer or other person, 
acting for or on behalf of the city of St. 
Louis in the making of any contract for 
public work, who shall violate any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall, upon 
conviction, be punished by a fine of not 
less than two hundred (S200) dollars. 

The city council is composed of a presi- 
dent and twelve members, elected at large, 
while the House of Delegates is composed 
of twenty-eight members, one from each 
ward. Together they constitute the 
Municipal Assembly. Organized labor of 
the city is bringing strong pressure to bear 
oil members of the council to vote in favor 
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of the ordinance. We haye the assurance 
that the Mayor is in favor 'of aiid will sign 

the ordinance. 

No. 1 started out simply, to have -a Onion 
Labor clause inseiteil in the next" city 
lighting conlract, but, from present indica- 
tions St. Louis wiir go on record as the 
most advanced union labor city 'in the

All 
the preliminary arrangements hn.ve been 
completed, and the plans , as outlined con- 
teri'iplates' a fair on -a larger- and more 
miVgriiP.ccni scale than rhf-iWi^r'd.'s Fair 
held in the Windy City a-fevv years ago. 
O.rganized labor has several represfinta- 
tiv'es in the board of directors;' which is an 
assur.-ince that the work .Will be.-, strictly 
union. This is a long way in the future, 
but the St. Louis unions iiaye learned by 
bitter e."iperience that- they must get in 
their most effective work "Defore a building 
or ari ejitf-rpriEe is started, and to thi.^ can 
be atiributed the .great success 01 the 
unions during the last fev/ years.

. THE JERkSRS. 

How .many have heard of the jerkers ? 
asks an old labor lead(?r. Its a queername, 
isn't it, but a fittirig oiie'all the same. .It 
is quite common to ^hfeaf of thfe workers 
and the shirkers. Well there is a class of 
folks in between these. ■' It' is the jerkers. 
While the workers do all the work and the 
shirkers none at all, the jerkers go at 
things by fits and siai ts. They pull for- 
ward a little, then begin to back at the 
first thing that doesn't suit them, pull an- 
other little bit forward, then back they go 
again. What consternation they some- 
times create! For, you see, it is never 
known just what mischief they may do by 
backing, always at the v/rong time. 

I once had an ejcperience with a jerker. 
Let me .tell you about, it. ^One fine sum- 
mer morning I started off to visit a friend 
who lived some distance in' the country. I 
had been loaned a very nice horse to drive 
— that is, he was nice so far as looks went, 
for he was fat and sleek, and he held his 
head high. But, alas!' you can't always- 
de.'jiend on looks. ' I h4d gone but a short 
distance when, all af ' once,- the horse 
stopped. In vain I urged him to go. He 
would take" a few steps-forward, then begin 
to back, take another few steps forward, 
then back himself again. He would have 
kept this thing up for hours, perhaps, if ! 
had bad the patience to submit to it. But 
I had not. 1 turned him around and drove 
him back home. I had had enough of this 
jerker, the backing horse, the contrary ani- 
mal, willful and notional. 

When I see people in the union pulling 
a little way with the others, then all at 
once stopping and backing, I think of this 
jerker. It is vain to try to persuade them 
to go forward. If they don't want to, they 
won't — or at least not until it suits them; 
so there's no use wasting speech. The 
shirkers generally keep out of the way, so 



do no harm to others; but the jerkers— first 
pulling then backing spasmodically — are 
bound to give consternation to^'aswellas 
to make trouble for, the steady pullers. 

Get all the workers you- can, union men; 
go gently to the shirkers, and try to per- 
suade thern back ; but. Oh, beware of the 
jerkers. 

ADJUSTABI^B I,IGHT. 

Maenet at the End Fastens the Incandes- 
certt Bnlb to Any i?lece of 'Iron, ' 

In matiy kinds of work in a machine 
shop it is often difincult to throw the light 
on the particular part of an object where a 
v.'orkman wishes to do something with 
special care. There may be scores of elec- 
tric lamps in the shop, but they are loo 
high up for this purpose. ; Accordingly a 
new form of incandescent lamp has been 
invented, the base of which will stick to 
any iron or still object with which it may be 
brought in contact. Hence the- lamp may 
be temporarily secured in almost any posi- 
tion and place. 

The globe and filament are substantially 
the same as in any ordinary incandescent 
lamp. The novel feature of the invention 
is a magnet inclosed in the base or stand- , 
ards in such a manner that its ends, or 
" poles," project through the Case. They 
look like two flat steel ribs ou the flat face 
of the standard. This magnet is not a 
permanent one, such as is made of hard 
steel, but is what experts call an " electro- 
magnet." the bars composing it are of 
soft iron, and no original magnetism is 
imparted to them. But they are wound 
with coils of insulated copper ■ivire,throu;<b 
which the current passes on its -n'ay to the 
filament in the glass globe, and out again. 
Whenever electricity flows through the 
coils the soft . iron cores are temporarily 
converted into magnets, and as soon as 
the current is shut off the soft iron is 
demagnetized and losses its attractive 
power. The device is a very simple and 
ingenious thing. . 

Two slender and carefully insulated 
wires, twisted together into a fle.-cible coi d, 
are inserted tlirougli a sm.ill hole in Ihe 
case, to supply current from some outside 
source. — N. Y. Tribune.

Great Increase in New York City's Foreisu 
Ancestry Population. 



The present estimated population of 
New York, five boroughs, is 3,500,000. On 
July I, according to' the estimate of the 
board of health. it was 3,438,899, and the 
increase since that time has brought it 
close probably to 3,500,000. 

During the last quarter officially reported 
there were 15,000 deaths and 18,000 births 
in the greater'New York, which is equiva- 
lent to an increase in population by immi- 
gration and otherwise, and regardless of 
the fact that while practically all deaths 
are reported a very, considerable nuuiber- 
of berths are not. The present death rate 
of the city is 17.7 per thousand irihabitants; 
the present birth rate is 21.7, showing a 
steady ratio pf increase. The board of ■ 
he&lth figures show, too, a steady increase 
in the proportion of births among foreign- 
boni inhabitants, a proportion which, if it 
reflects the facts, indicates that among the 
foreign-born residents the population is 
increasing very much more rapidlj- than 
among the native-born population. Of 
12,000 births reported by the board of 
health during the last quarter, for which, 
the record has -appeared, 3,000, or only 25 
per cent,, were children of native parents 
and 75 per cent, were 'children either of 
foreign-born parents or having one foreign- 
born parent. Taking those having both 
parents foreign-born, and therefore to all 
intents and purposes foreigners, tbough 
native-born, it appears that during the 
quarter covered by the board of health, rer 
port there were 3,280 children of Italian or 
Russia!! lineage born in New York to 
3,020 of native parentage. The Russians 
were more numerous tha:i the Italians, 
there being 1,948 children of Russian an- 
cestry to 1,332 of Italian ancestry. The 
natives of these two countries have cdii-. 
tributed-uiost to the board of health totals, ' 
and after them come, though at some 
distance, not as might popularly be 'sup- 
posed the children of German parelrtage 
or of Irish parentage, but those described 
as "others." These are, for the most 
part, Hungarian and Roumaniaii, for it is 
to be observed that they are most numer- 
ous ill the wards (the board of health 
makes it.s computations by wards) in 
which Russians are many. 

Following the Hungariau.=; and Rouman- 
ians come first the Germans, then, but not 
umch after them, the natives of Ireland, 
the figures being respectfully 1,146 and 
1,020. The New York wards in which 
births among Italians predominate are 
shown by the figures to be the fourth, fifth, 
sixth,, eighth, fourteenth and fifteenth. 
The two wards in which the births of Rus- 
siaiis and Poles exceed all others are the 
.seventh and tenth, in which thev consti- 



tute, t.wo-liiirds of the total, nnuibei;. ' The 
two. Hun^ariaii wards are the eleventh and 
thirtfienihr and the America!! . Wiirds are 
the iiiistll^" twelfth, sixteenth and eight- 
eenth.', in proportion to '. the -pijpiilation 
the number of births - of -childi'ta of . Irish 
pareii.lage.- is highest in the twtnty-fii-st 
ward, and of German parenna'ge in the 
twenty-third. . ' • . 

If these'figiires; be -.thoroughly accurate 
and if -tbe proportiiJns coiilinae— -less- than 
one-quarter of fh«?*ch,ildre!i born in: New 
York County bein'grof- native, p-.ueiitn, and 
three-quarters of foreign or partly foreign 
linkage— it caivnb't be long before- New 
York will become indeed a veritable city 
of foreigners if liol,' as 'it ' ha.s ' sometimes 
been called, the foieiga c'iiy.—Ne'w' York
